“Better Light .Means Better 
Sight” 18 now a popular truism. 
In addition, educators are real- 
izing that better light means 
easier instruction, to the mutual 
advantage of both teacher and 
student. The recommended level 
of illumination in today's 
schools is 70 fJotcandle.s, giving 
many schools a goal to strive 
toward for their students’ ..ene- 
fit. 

Of course, electricity has ser- 
ved the schools for many years 
in the cafctena-kitchcn. Electri- 
city is used for food prepara- 
tion, for reirigeratFn, lor wat- 
er heating, for dishwashing and 
disposal. 

Vocational training finds ele- 
ctricity busy in this vital phase. 
Woodworking and metal work- 
ing machinery introduce young- 
sters to skills that prepare them 
for what may become their 
life’s work 

The same is true in electri- 
city's role in the science lab, 
helping lo operate equipment 
and microscopes for experi- 
ments. And electric typewriter-, 
and busine.ss machines .serve in 
training students in commercial 
courses as well as in the school 
office itself. 

Heating is another rapidly ex- 
panding role for electricity in 
the school.

Perhaps the more glamour- 
ous application of eleciricty is 
its use in the tieiu of visual 
aids The learning process is 
improved and made easier by 
the use of movies, slides, re- 
cords, tape recorders, TV and 
radio for virtually every subject 
at various times. .And more ' 
schools are making use of pub- , 
lie address and iiiter-cum sys- 
tems. I 

Working closely with the

A question of fundamental im- 
portance that this community for a long 
tine has needed to ask is, why are the 
‘av;n": deposit interest rates at our 
local banks so low? Both banks return 
a mere one percent interest on a sav. 
in 2" deposit, the lowest of any banks in 
the entire United States. This means 
that for ever>- $100 a depositor has in 
hi- savings account, he earns only $1 
infere.st in a year’s time. 

When the subject of low savings 
d<^po.sit interest rates comes up in pri- 
conversation in Hazard, as it often 
the most immediate explanation 
i<,, .t is that the rates are poor because 
the* regional economy is poor. On the 
surface this might .seem like a reason- 
able explanation. But a check with oth. 
er Eastern Kentucky banks quickly 
dispells this theory. 

The banks in even.- major Eastern 
Kentucky county seat pay far more in- 
terest on savings deposits than either 
bank in Hazard. The Pikeville and 
Hindman banks pay the customary' 3 
per cent interest. Banks in Whitesburg 
and Pdintsville pay 3 5 per cent, and the 
Preston.sburg bank pavs a whopping 
4 per cent interest, or four times the 
ameunt either Hazard bank renders its 
depositors. 

Why. then, is this the case? 

It is not our intention to tr\' to tell 
anv local private business how to oper- 
a‘ * But the banking business, by its 
^rv nature, is so involved with the 
oublic and the public .so involved in it 
'hat .'Omething as crucial as the bank’s 
i.nP-rest rates on savings deoosits is a 
'ubject well within the public domain. 



Local depositors have a real stake in 
the local banking business. In a sense, 
they own a share of it, and the bank has 
a real responsibility to them, and to the 
economic well-being of the region 
Our banks have a distinguished rec- 
ard of philanthropic deeds on behalf of 
this community. Might not bringing 
up their interest rates on savings de- 
posits to a par with the rest of Ea.stem 
Kentucky be the ultimate gesture of 
faith in our community? Certainly it 
would make Hazard a far more attrac- 
tive town to potential investors, as well 
retain in our area all those funds that 
are deposited in other towns where sav- 
ing money is more profitable.

I disagree with this opinion as to what is best for 
Hazard, since there is definite proof to the contrary. 

I can produce names of at least thirteen families who are 
leaving as a direct result of the Liberty Street project, simply 
because they cannot find satisfactory property to purchase 
with the amount paid to them by the City of Hazard. Instead, 
these people are moving away from Hazard to Middle.sboro. Clay 
City. Lexington, Ky., Columbus, and Toledo, Ohio. The same 
course of action will, in my opinion, be taken by persons dis- 
placed by the North Main project. We have no proof that cit- 
izens frroed out of their businesses and homes on North .Main 
Street will ever find suitable property in Hazard in which they 
can invest. " 

Do you honestly believe that liazard will benefit by losing 
these citize.ns and property owners who have paid taxes, spent 
their incomes, patronized Hazard businesses, and contributed 
toward Hazard's progress? I believe that we will miss them. 
I do not believe that they w'ill be easily replaced as we have 
already lost too many of our good mountain people.

The scenery along the Combs Road 
has been improved a lot in recent weeks 
with the installation of a screen around 
the Anderson Salvage and Sales junk- 
car yard. The screen removed from 
the public view a whole field full of auto 
carcasses, rusted hulks that u’ere ex- 
tremely offensive to the eye. The screen 
is a welcome improvement and makes 
the drive along Combs Road consider- 
ably more pleasant than it was. 

The public has two agencies to thank 
for the installation of the screen. One 
is the Kentucky Legislature for passing 
a law requiring junk yards to be shield- 
ed behind screens. TTie other is Ander- 
son’s, for so readily complying with the 
new law. Perhaps other junk-yard 
owners will follow Anderson’s lead and 
take their own steps toward returning to 
our land its natural beauty. 

The question of what the public has 
a right to expect of a property owner in 
the way of protecting the natural beauty 
of the landscape is one that is becoming 
more crucial as time goes along. 

Does an individual have the right to 
maintain an eyesore on his property if 
the whole community is offended by it? 
Does a motel owner have a right to com- 
plain against a junk-yard owner if the 
junk’yard’s litter hurts the motel’s busi- 
ness? Does the public have a right to 
complain against outdoor advertisers who 
place ugly billboards in the middle of a 
beautiful natural setting, thereby spoil- 
ing a beautiful landscape? 

Closer to home, we may ask, is it 
right for a strip-miner to scar the moun- 
taintops until their natural beauty is lost, 
thereby pulling the rug from under a 
po.ssible tourist industry that might make 
livings for thousands of people? 

All these questions will assume in- 
creasing importance and demand strong 



answers as our population grows and 
people are forced to live ever closer to- 
gether.

We take this .space to again explain 
our letters policy. We feel it important 
bf'cause the urban renewal project, the 
f rr s P'ork dam, the welfare program, 
and strip mining controversy have 
brought many letters into our office and 
v.ill bring more as time passes. So we 
pass our policy on to our readers once 
more. 

In an editorial in last Thursday’s 
Herald we reminded our readers of our 
policy on letters to the editor. We said 
that we welcomed letters on any sub- 
ject as long as they were not libelous, 
and that upon request we would with- 
hold the writer’s name from print as 
long a.s the original letter itself was 
signed. 

But in recent days the letters that 
have been coming in to us have caused 
u to reconsider this policy, and to 
fr.mge it, effective today. We have 
b( ‘ ii getting lots of mail lately, most of 
it intelligently written and in most 



cases bearing the author’s signature. 
But we are beginning to note a heavy 
trend toward letters fro.m people who 
wish to remain anonymous, a tendency 
to take advantage of and hide behind 
our policy of withholding the writer’s 
identity. For this reason, the Herald 
will no longer print letters to the editor 
unless the author is v^'illing to have his 
name printed also. 

The Herald has always been will- 
ing to stand behind anything it says 
editorially. The public knows where 
our office is and who the newspaper 
owners are. A citizen wishing to ad- 
dress an opinion to the public should 
be no less willing than the newspaper 
to stand behind what he thinks, to the 
point of identifying himself as the orig- 
inator of an opinion- We invite the pub- 
lic to keep the letters coming. Discus- 
sion in print of vital issues is a healthy 
community exercise, and the more in- 
individuals, who engage in it, the better 
for the community at large.

Traffic Accidents Increase 



Studying recent statistics released by the 
Kentucky Department of Public Safety, it is 
aiarmi.ig to note that the accident rate on the 
State’s highways is rapidly climbing. For in- 
itance, in 1961, only four of the Common- 
wealth’s 120 counties had .no traffic fatalities 
during the year, in 1962, five registered no 
highway deaths, and inl963 , only six coun- 
ties turned In no traffic deaths. 

In spite of improved state highways and 
the network of interstate roads, the number 
of accident reports filed in Frankfort shows 
an increase of 92 percent in the 10-year period 
from 1953 to 1963, with personal injuries in- 
cikiasing by 87 percent from 12,083 in 1953 to 
22.598 in 1963. Eve.n more interesting, if the 
present rate of accidents continues, it is esti- 
mated that, by 1973 the number of accidents 
will skyrocket to 104,000 and personal injur 
ies to 42.258. 

In terms of dollars and cents, the econo- 
mic loss due to highway accidents during 
the next 10 years is estimated at two billion 
dollars. This loss to the property and earning 
power of Kentuckians will be brought about 
through property damage, medical expenses, 
wage loss and cost of insurance. This huge 
sum of money would be enough to operate 
the total program of state government, with 
the exception of the highway funds, for a per- 
iod of about 7 Vears. The same amount is more 



than the anticipate! revenues from sales and 
gross receipts taxes during the same period 
of time. 

So far we have given you many figures 
to build up to the poiat that every citizen of 
this state, and more particularly of Perry 
County, should be conscious of his or her 
actions on the highways. The idea that “accl- 
de.nts can never happen to me" is a false 
statement if we consider that one out of 
every seven or eight citizens of the state will 
be involved in an accident during a 10-year 
pteriod. 

Many statewide organizations are coop- 
erating in the fight for highway safety in- 
cluding this newspaper and its state office, 
the K»?ntucky Preiss .A,ssociation. We know 
that it is impossible to do away with traffic 
■problems completely, but if only a small part 
of the loss of life, property damage, medical 
costs and insurance flees can be saved, we may 
have gained substantially in Kentucky’s eco- 
nomic fight. 

.The State Department of Public Safety 
has proposed a broad program of car inspec- 
tion, licensee examination, and a system by 
which points are assigned to drivers convicted 
fer hazardous driving. We would like to sug- 
gest that each automobile operator examine 
this program and do his part to makie it 
effective.
